ade 1851 to 1857. while the Democracy 
was in power, the state's credit was loaned 
to certain railroad companies, to aid tin 
the construction of railroads. It was com- 
mon practice at that time for state gov- 
ernments to do this, and the federal gov- 
ernment encouraged railroad construction 
by donating enormous tracts of govern- 
ment land. The custom was a vicious one, 


and our state constitution now prohibits 
it. It is to the credit of Gov. Sterling 
Price, a Democrat, that he vetoed the 
various measures providing for the giving 
of aid to the railroads, but the bills were 
passed over his veto. Various statutes pro- 
vided for the issuance of bones to the ex- 
tent of one-half of the amounts actually 
expended by stockholders in construction 
The bonds were secured 
by first mortgage on the railroads and by 
more then a million and a half acres of 
land that had been given by the United 
States congress to the railrouds. Bonds so 
secured to the amount of $31.735.340 were is- 
sued. This was the beginning of the state 
debt. The cfvil war came on, and all rall- 
road companies. except one, defaulted. tn 
payment of interest on the bonds. One of 
the rallroads was sold under the adminis- 
tration of Gov. Hall, a Democrat. and 
brought the full amount due the state. 
When the Republican party came in power, 
the balance due from this purchase. of 
about $750000. was for some unaccountable 
reason wholly released without any con- 
sideration to the state. The other roads 
were sold from time to time under the 
Republican administration, bringing $6.1%1.- 
25. leaving a -balance of more than §$3.- 
000,000 due the state. In other words, this 
debt of $25,000,000 was shifted from the 
railroads to the peopie. As to whether 
there was any corruption in these sales, 
in view of the remarkable manner in which 
the assets, securing the bonds dwindled 
atvay, ts a clear cuestion. Otir orconents 
claim that the raflroads were sold in the 
open market for the best price obtainable, 
and they brought all that they were worth.

The reason Mr. Bryan gives for his plea in behalf of Secre- 
tary of State Cook, whose re-election he advocates, is that Mr. 
Cook was one of the first Missourians to come to his aid in 
an effort to get Missouri’s support of his free silver campaign. 

This is an extraordinary reason. Free silver is not an issue 
in Missouri polities, but the corporation lobby, with its appall- 
ing boodle record and influence, is.

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NEW YORK WORLD'S EDITORIALS TODAY 


THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY AND HARD TIMES. 

A Republican reader of the World, Mr. D. C. Millis of Bolivar, N. Y., asks the 
following complicated, but wholly legitimate question: 

“If the application of Democratic principles to government are wala and bene- 
ficial, kindly tell your Republican gubscribers why it was that the advent of every 
Democratic administration to power since and inclusive of Jackson's (with the 
single exception of Pierce’s, which was 80 busy trying to make a slave state of 
Kansas that it had no time to meddle with the tariff) always brought industrial de- 
pression, puralyzed business and worked injuriously to the financial interests of 
the country.” 

This question can best be .nswered by the simple statement that such sinister 
results have not followed the advent of Democratic administrations ‘‘since und in- 


clusive of Jackson’s.”’ 

Jackson's two administrations were periods of: great prosperity. The country was 
fairly prosperous, and Tyler, who, although elected vice-president on the Whig 
ticket, was a Democrat, and broxe with the Whig party as soon as he suceeded 
Harrison. Good times continued through varying Democratic and Whig aduninoistra- 
tions until 1857, when a panic followed as a natural reaction from the stimulatioa 
that had been produced by the discovery of gold in California. 

The Democrats certainly could not be blamed for the panic of 1873, or for the hard 
times that continued to 1880. The industrial condition of the country under Cleve- 
land's first administration will compare [tavorably with its condition under two pre- 
vious Republican administrations. The financjal depression of 18938 was the rosult 
largely of Republican efforts to “do something for silver,’ culminating in the passage 
of the Sherman purchasing act, exclusively by Republican votes. It began while Har- 
rison was stil] in the White House and the revival of business had begun before Cleve- 


land left the White House. 

Mr. Millis cannot maintain his thesis. He goes further even than the Chicago | 
platform, which contents it self with asserting that—— 

_ “& Democratic tariff has always been followed by business adversity; a Repub- 
lican tariff by business prosperity.” 

There has been one Democratic tariff in 4 years. The greatest panic of this 
period followed a moderate revision of the tariff ‘‘by its friends’ in 1872. A ltepub- 
ican tariff jaw has been on the statute books at .the beginning of every other period 
of hard times since, and has remained on the books through all but one of these 
periods. 

There is only one way in which a close connection can be established between 
Democratic administrations and industrial and financial depression, That is te ignore 
the facts or to lie about them, as the Republican platform does.

Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan has been to Sagamore Hill to see the President, and un- 
doulitedly the President was delighted, although Mr. Morgan and Mr. Roosevelt 
have never been regarded as congenial souls,

As a prudent financier, Mr. Morgan could not be expected to give his 
support to a candidate for President until he knew what the attitude of the ad- 
ministration would be toward his varied and important interests.

pardoned for insisting on receiving his assurances at first hand. 


He cannot be ignorant of the practical value of his support in certain quarters, 
or censured, in view of the past relations, for proceeding on the principle of “no 


tickee, no washee,”” only a reckless speculator would take chances in such ———

BUTCHERS CALL ON 
AAILROAD UNIONS 


Failing to Secure Arbitration, Traffic 
Men Will Be Asked to De- 
clare Strike. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 1.—Officers of the 
Butchers’ Union have sent out to the offi- 
cers of four organizations of railroad men 
a request to come to Chicago and lend 
their aid in settling the strike. The in- 
vitations were sent to the officers of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, the 
Order of Railway Conductors, the Broth- 
erhood of Lecomotive Engineers and the 
Switchmen’s Union. 

It is understood that the strikers will en- 
deavor to get the officers of these organizga- 
tions to present a request for arbitration 
te the packers, and this failing they will 


be asked to sanction a. sympathetic strike 
in aid of the butchers.

try. This action puts Chicago nearer an 
actual meat famine than any yet taken, 

Drastic orders have been issued by the 
labor leaders not to t anyone to 
enter or come out of the stockyards. The 
force of pickets was increased to 12,000 men 
in the vicinity of the yards alone.

“It was President Donseles idea,”’ said 
a national officer of the striking butchers’ 
organization, “to tle up the independent 
plants and bring on a meat shortage in 
order to awaken public interest in | 
strike. This was cpposed because it was 
felt such action would hurt us most by 
throwing our own men out of emplo 
in large numbers. Confining the order to 
Chicago and St. Louis, ts not an effort to 
produce a meat famine, but is simply a 
case of co-operation with the striking meat 
handlers. Comparatively few packing 
houses will be affected.” 

“Stock handlera,"’ said President Don- 
nelly, “are on strike only in Chicago and
